MAN WOUNDED IN THE HEAD.

The Minister for Defence (Mr, Peter 
Hughes) declared that a well-equipped 
Army, trained on modern lines, was essen- 
tial to the country’s welfare, if only as 
an insurance. He believed that the money 
spent on the Army was well spent, 

The Minister mentioned that cadets were 
being taken for the Air Force, but that

Mr. William Hewat said that he doubted 
whether a permanent military force was 
necessary, and Mr. Heffernan said that a 
great many people were of the opinion 
that a militia or territorial force would 
be ‘much sere. in keeping with tts] 
country's ideals.

EXTENSION OF TEMPORARY 
ACT. 


The Minister for Defence moved the second 
reading of a bill extending to March Sst, 
1927, the operation of the Defence Forces 
(Temporary visions) Acts, He said that 
he was not yet in a position to introduce a 
permanent Act, because “ea Reng still trying 
to find out what was the best ble . 
ment system for the Army. e wanted to 
be able to come to the il with an Act 
that was watertight, and that would not 
want to be amended every other year. . 

He would be asked what was his policy 
with regard to the Army, and his answer 
would be that, at the present juncture, his 
policy was to maintain the discipline of the 
defence fortes as they stood, so see that they 
were in a position to defend the country so 
far as the country’s needs required them, and 
that the forces were such as the country 
could afford to pay for. 

He knew that some people would do away 
with the Army altogether. He did not share 
that opinion. He held that a modern, well- 
equipped army was essential for the country, 
if only as an insurance, and he believed that 
the price paid for such an army was money 


well t.

Mr. Esmonde said that he objected to the 
bill in that it extended the present system 
for too long a period—a period that would 
cover the meeting between the two Govern- 
ments for the consideration of defence under 
Article 6 of the Treaty. 

Mr. Hewat said that he did not object to 
the bill, but he would ask the Minister for 
Defence to indicate his reasons for considering 
that a permanent militay force was a necessity 
for the country. He hoped that when next 
the Minister came before the Dail with a 
Defence Forces Bill he would have modified 
his ideas as to the necessity for a standing 
army, and an elaborate programme for de- 
fence when the boundary question would be 
settled, 

Mr. Heffernan said that a great many 
people thought that a standing army was not 
necessary, and that a militia or a territorial 
force would be much more in keeping with 
the ideals of the country. 

Mr. Morrissey asked the Minister to say 
what was déne with the mone mu“ trom 
soldiers’ pay for breaches of dincip ine. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson, on the proposed in- 
crease in the Air Force, said that he should 
like to get some information as to why the 
increase was necessary. There must, he said, 
be some idea of a possible potential enemy. 
He wished to know also whether or not the 
Army was. henceforth to be, as the 
Continental armies; or was it to be simply 
in the nature of an enlarged police force. 

Major Byran Cooper said that it would be 
foolish ta digband the armed forces unless 
they had a binding guarantee that their 
frontiers would not s attacked.

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 


FILLING UP THE LOOP-HOLES. 


Mr. McGilligan moved the second readin 
of the School Attendance Bill: He said tha 
the bill was required, because the Act of 
1892 had failed. to secure the attendance of 
children at school. Under the Act it was 
left optional with the local authorities whether 
or not. they would set up school attendance 
committees to enforce the Act, and that was 
why the Act failed in the country districts. 
There were many weaknesses and loop-holes 
in the old Act, which the new Act would 


pemedy. 

One big difficulty was that of finding a 
suitable "gor eg for school attend- 
ance.

“The Seeds of Peace.” 
The news that a settlement of the 
Irish boundary problem has been reached 
will be received with feelings of the 


most profound relief not only in 
Ireland, but throughout the British 
Commonwealth. The negotiations which 


have been in progress in London since 
the resignation of Dr. MacNeill from 
the Boundary Commission have been 
followed with anxiety by every friend of 
Irish ‘peace, and the success which has 
rewarded the joint efforts of Mr. Baldwin- 
and the two Irish Premiers will lift a 
heavy load of dread: from the minds of 
our people. Mr. Baldwin announced the 
terms of the new agreement in the House 
of Commons last night. The Boundary 
Commission, which never ought to have 
been established, has ceased to be. Its 
powersMave been revoked, and the frontier 
between Northern Ireland and the Free 
State will remain in its present form. In 
return for the Free State’s acceptance of 
this settlement of the boundary issue His 
Majesty's Government has consented to 
cancel Article Five of the Treaty; in other 
words, it releases the Free State from 
its obligation to contribute towards the 
enormous war debt and pensions burden 
of Great Britain. The Free State Govern- 


‘| ment, again, has agreed to accept responsi- 


bility for the settlement of all pre-truce 
compensation claims, to repay to the 
British Treasury those sums which already 
have been expended on such claims, and 
to increase the awards which have been 
made for malicious damages in the Free 
State since the truce by a flat rate of ten 
per cent, In the case of Northern Ireland 
the new agreement restores to the Belfast 
Parliament those powers which, under the 
Treaty, were reserved to the Council of 
Ireland; and, finally, the two Irish 
Governments bind themselves to “ meet 
together as and when necessary for the 
purpose of considering matters of common 
interest.” 

The London Agreement must be ratified 
both by the British Parliament and by 
the Parliament of the Irish Free State, 
and we trust that it will be passed 
into law with the least possible delay. 
The boundary problem, which has baffled 
statesmanship for so many years, has been 
solved at last by direct negotiations between 
the representatives of North and South. 
That fact alone ought to bé enough to 
recommend the new agreement to every 
Irishman worthy of the name. The 
cancellation of Article Five, however, 
ccnfers material advantages of the most 
substantial kind on the young Free State. 
In its desire to promote a real settlement 
of Irish difficulties the British Govern- 
ment has shown a generosity which, we 
venture to say, would be shown by no 
other Government in the world ; and much 
of the credit for the agreement is due to 
Mr. Baldwin and his colleagues, who have 
worked unceasingly for peace. In a 
message which we print to-day President 
Cosgrave and Mr. Kevin O'Higgins 
describe the pact as “a sane and con- 
structive solution’’ of one of the most 
difficult problems of modern Europe. if 
it is accepted in the spirit in which it has 
been made, they declare, it will provide 
“the basis of a sure and lasting peace.” 
These words, read in conjunction with Sir 
James Craig’s tribute to the cordiality 
with -which the agreement’ was reached, 
constitute a message of hope which ought 
to find an instant echo in every Irish 
heart. 

This great work of appeasement must 
be regarded not as an end, but as a 
beginning. If it contained nothing beyond 
the mere cancellation of two Articles of 
the Anglo-Irish Treaty we almost should 
despair of its success; but it goes further.

Spain in Travail. 


The Spanish Directory has come to an 
end. News from Spain still is stringently 
censored, and it is not clear whether the 
Marquis de Estella resigned his dictator- 


reports declare—he retired after the army 
had lodged with the King an ultimatum 
demanding the immediate establishment 
of a civil government. The dictator held 
power for two years, and during that time 
he did an excellent work, He purged the 
national administration, ridding the State 
of a host of corrupt place-holders. He 
transformed the army—which was in- 
efficient, indisciplined and unpopular— 
rendering it a strong and coherent force. 
In Morocco, taking the post of peril and 
responsibility himself, he achieved large 
military successes, and brought back 
victory to the Spanish arms. Drastic 


| social reforms were carried out under the 


rule of the Directory, and the spirit 
animating Spanish life was purified. The 
forces of sedition and disruption were 
checked, and in fervent demonstrations of 
loyalty to the King the nation manifested 
a fine revival of patriotism. Many times 
the Marquis de Estella gave assurances of 
the early resumption of civil government; 
but dictators at all times, however bene- 
ficent in their intentions and achievements, 
find it hard to offer their country the 
supreme sacrifice of resignation. The 
Spanish dictator, no doubt, required not a 
little pressure to induce him to lay down 
his autocratic power before he had outworn 
his welcome. He will be Premier of the 
new Government, which is composed of 
young men representative of many tradi- 
tions and many interests. Professor 
Eduardo Calleja, a scholar of fine and 
liberal learning, will be Minister of 
Education, and Sefior Eduardo Aunos, 
formerly a Regionalist deputy for Cata- 
lonia—and thus familiar with the most 
vexed racial and social problems of Spain 
—will be Minister of Labour. Apparently, 
the Government cherishes the same ideals 
as the Directory which it supersedes; but 
its constitutional status will safeguard it 
from the temptation to abuse its authority. 
A speedy removal of the censorship which 
has cast a cloud of obscurity over the pro- 
ceedings of the Directory would give the 
world confidence in the new Government’s 
security and in its honesty of purpose. 


An Irish Census. 


Already preparations are being made 
for the taking of a census of the Irish 
Free State during the year 1926. Fifteen 
years have passed since an Irish census 
was taken, and an accurate national stock- 
taking in social and economic matters 
at present is impossible. In a lecture before 
the Statistical Society of Ireland, last 
night, Professor C. H. Oldham laid stress 
on the need for co-operation between the 
Saorstát and Northern Ireland in com- 
piling “ secondary comment '' based on the 
census figures taken in the two territories. 
He drew attention also.to an important 
deduction from the census of occupations. 
Since 1891 the proportion of males in the 
adult population of Ireland has been in- 
creasing; for Ireland, in effect, is not a 
place where women can earn a living. 
The dearth of female employment induces 
excessive female emigration and thus 
strikes at the homes of the nation. “' The 
survival of the Irish race in Ireland,” 
Professor Oldham declared, ‘‘ depends upon 
whether we can arrest the disease of the 
male surplus.’’ It may be expected that 
‘“‘secondary comment’’ on ascertained 
Irish population figures will make clear 
‘the fact that in Ireland births are far too 
few and deaths far too many. This fact, 
static population. It is deduced from 
collation of census figures for several 
periods whereby the real state of the 
population is revealed. In considering the 
totals at a given moment we require to 
know whether they are made up chiefly of 
young folk, who will multiply, or of old 
folk, who will pass away. England to- 
day appears to be heavily over-populated, 
and fears sometimes are expressed that 
further increase will produce chronic un- 
employment, The real population of Eng- 
land, however, probably is drawing near 
a stationary point owing to the emigration 
of the young. Statisticians, searching 
behind the census figures for Ireland, are 
as much Alarmed as their fellows consider- 
ing the English figures are comforted ; for 
they find that a healthy increase of young, 
economic whits is lacking, and that our 
country is coming to resemble the Island 
of the “Ancients described in old-world

American Universities. 


At the thirtieth annual Convention 
of the National Assodiation of State 
Universities, recently held in Chicago, 
an interesting suggestion was made re- 
garding the method of selecting Rhodes 
Scholars for education at Oxford. Under 
the system hitherto followed every one ol 
the forty-eight States of the Union has 
been entitled to send one scholar to Oxford, 
under the Rhodes Trust, in two of every 
three years, so that at any given time 
there are ninety-six American students in 
residence at the great centre of English 
academic life. Although the system has 
worked well, it has resulted occasionally in 
anomalies. In a certain year one State 
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ship with a good grace, or whether—as some. 


might have no student of brilliantly ont- | 


standing ability, while a neighbouring 
State might have more than one fitted to 
derive the fullest benefit from the 
privileges which the Rhodes Trust offers. 
It is suggested, therefore, that the whole 
Union should be divided into eight or nine 
areas of selection, from every one of which a 
quota of the best students would be picked 
without regard to their respective States 
of origin. “ Such a system ’’—remarks 
the New York Correspondent of The Times 
—' would conform more closely to the 
facts of present-day life in the United 
States, where State lines are tending more 
and more to be obliterated.”” Genius is 
not to be restricted or governed by lines 
upon a map, America is realising that, 
to gain the fullest benefit of the abilities of 
her people, the universities must cast their 
nets widely and offer the best brains the 
largest possible opportunity.

The House resumed consideration of the 
financial resolutions under the yee ange = 
of Industries Act at the point dealing wit 
the proposed import duty of 334 per cent, on 
gloves. Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister, having ex- 

lained the reasons for an import duty, Mr. 

alter Runciman, in moving to limit the 
operations of the duty to one year, com- 
plained of the absence of Treasury officials. 
No doubt, he observed, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has rather more important busi- 
ness to occupy his time and attention, but 
the Order Paper should be so arranged as to 
permit of his presence. He supposed that it 
might be assumed that Mr. Churchill ap 
proved of the proposed import duties. If 
that was really the case, the President of 
the Board of Trade might be congratulated 
on having made a very distinguished convert. 
All these petty and wholly unnecessary duties 
clogged the machinery of trade. These duties 
were pernicious, and he would go on saying 
so on every possible occasion. 

Members representing the glove-making 
ventres whole-heartedly supported the duty. 
Mr. Greene, as the member for Worcester, 
pointed out that in this, the biggest glove- 
making centre in England, there was now 
only one cutter apprentice—a really serious 
state of affairs. 

On the other hand, the Liberal and Labour 
members were by no means convinced that 
the depression in the glove trade was due to 
abnormal imports. Mr. Harris brought a 
little new interest into an exceedingly dull 
debate by exhibiting two pairs of fabric gloves 
which he had obtained in London that morn- 
ing. He explained that one pair was German, 
sold at 15s. a dozen, and the other was British, 
which cost 30s. a dozen. The moral which he 
wished to point was that the only effect of 
an import duty would be to increase the price 
of the home-made article, and so swell the 
profits of the manufacturers. 


THE CLOSURE MOVED. 

Shortly before half-past eight o’clock Lord 
Eustace Percy moved the closure, amid loud 
Labour protests and cries of ‘“‘ Shame,” 
whilst Mr. Lansbury exclaimed: “It's a dis- 
gusting abuse of power.” 

The closure was carried by 221 votes to 131. 

re was an amusing incident after the 
division on Mr. Runciman’s amendment. Sir 
Godfrey Collins and Mr. Lansbury appeared 
at the table with the figures, a-circumstance 
which gave rise to considerable laughter and 
to cries of *‘ Coalition.” Mr. Hope, who was 
in the chair, did not allow the result of the 
division to be given. He pointed out that 
Sir Godfrey Collins should not have acted as 
teller; and that the division would have to 
take place once again. Sir Godfrey Collins 
apologised for his mistake. He explained that 
he had handed in his name and that of a 
colleague as tellers an hour before. Mr. 
Buchanan said that he gave way to Sir 
Godfrey Collins on the understanding that the 
position had been adjusted. 

Mr. Lansbury observed that, in order to 
clear his character and repudiate the cries 
of “ Coalition,’’ he should like to say that he 
consented to act as teller in order to save the 
situation, and he was very pleased if he had 
succeeded in creating a little amusement. 
Mr. Hope considered that all parties had 
emerged with unblemished characters, 

The division was then retaken, and Mr. 
Runciman’s amendment was defeated by 208 
votes to 127. 

At this stage the Prime Minister made the 
announcement of the bound agreement, 
which we print on ‘page sbtax ok this issue. 

The debate on the Safeguarding of Indus- 
tries resolution was then resumed, and when 
the main resolution had been carried the 
House adjourned.

Board for the -Railways will meet in private 
on Monday evening next to approve the final 
terms of its findings on the claim of the 
compdnies for wage reductions and on the 
national programme of two of the unions for 
increases for all grades and improvement in 
conditions. The award will probably be 
issued on Tuesilay morning. 
While no statement is yet available as to 
the result, it is gae sis that there are not 
likely to be any drastic changes in wages or 
conditions either in the shape of reductions 
or of increases. ‘There will be some adjust- 
ments to meet the present position, but they 
will probably be in the nature of a compro- 
mise. One of the railwaymen’s leaders indi- 
cated last night that the findings were not 
likely to create a sensation or to alter very 
seriously the existing basis of wages.

| LONDON LETTER. 


THE IRISH SETTLEMENT

Throughout the day there has bebn a 
feeling that agreement on the Irish ques. 
tion was very near; for the conferences 
were long and many. Fe people, how. 
ever, imagined that it would be settled 
to-night or that the settlement would he 
of such @ wide and important character. 
There was great excitement in the Lobby 
after the Prime Minister had made jis 
statement, and members were inclined to 
be enthusiastic, although reserving ínll 
expression of opinion until they had time 
to study the terms in full. The fact that 
arrangements are to be made permitting 
the Governments of the Irish Free State 
and Northern Ireland to meet and settle 
questions in common is regard®d as the 
most important part of the agreement. 
With regard to the financial arrangements 
few members are inclined to carp; for 
cash cannot be counted against peace. 


General Satisfaction. 


The financial arrangements concerning 
damage done in Ireland are regarded as 
being quite fair, and it is hoped that the 
Southern Ireland loyalists will now receive 
the compensation to which they, in many 
cases, are entitled. This, in turn, will 
settle a question which has been a most 
unpleasant one among Unionists. Mr 
Churchill has played a great part in 
bringing the agreement to a satisfactory 
conclusion, and tributes of praise were 
paid him on all hands. Lord Birkenhead, 
too, has done much in the direction o! 
securing agreement. It is thought that the 
agreement is so carefully drawn that it 
should prove water-tight and sufficiently 
strong to last until it is no longer needed. 


The Boundary Report. 


It was assumed in the Lobby that 
nothing more will be heard of the report 
and award of the Boundary Commission, 
but that it will be consigned to the Govern. 
ment archives as a recollection of a trying 
and dangerous period in the history of 
Ireland. That the awtw is a careful and 
competent one few members doubt, but it 
is generally agreed that it is better that 
it should be laid aside than see the light : 
for its publication certainly would give 
rise to awkward, if not unpieasant, 
incidents. One member remarked to me 
that Dr. MacNeill’s retirement at the time 
seemed a catastrophe, but it has proved a 
blessing in disguise, for it has brought 
peace nearer than was expected. A Con 
servative member remarked that the new 
Trish Treaty ought to rank with that of 
Locarno. 


Financial Obligations. 


One of the most satisfactory features cf 
the settlement, apart from its immediate 
effect with regard to the boundary line 
is the removal of the difficulties connected 
with Article 5 of the Treaty. The various 
interpretations placed upon this clause 
foreshadowed serious trouble, should any 
attempt be made to determine the sum 
payable by the Free State to the Imperial 
Exchenuer. Whereas, on the one hand, 
the sum of £19,000,000 a year was men- 
tioned, estimates from the Free State 
quarters gave the probable sum as 
£5,000,000, while other opinions were to 
the effect that counter-claims by the Free 
State would balance any sums due to Great 
Britain. 


The Prince and Ireland. 


Rumour is again persistent that the 
Prince of Wales may pay a visit to Ireland 
next year, with Princess Mary and Lord 
Lascelles. The rumour, however, has been 
in circulation for so ~ ng that it has 
become suspicious, but an impetus was 
given it to-day by a morning paper. It 
states that such a visit is extremely 
probable, next year. Should the border 
settlement prove all that is hoped for it 
a visit of the Prince to the Irish Free 
State might be welcome, since Southern 
Ireland is the only ‘Dominion where the 
Prince has not been entertained. It has 
to be borne in mind, however, that the 
Prince of Wales, as such, cannot go to 
Southern Ireland as an’uninvited guest 
An invitation from the Gevernor-Genera! 
has to be sent to him. He can, howeve! 
visit the Free State as a private gentleman 
without formality. It is probable that in 
either capacity he would receive a hea-ty 
welcome.

It is now generally accepted that 
Prince of Wales will take up his residence 


at Marlborough House next year, and that 
his present residence in St. James's Palace 
York House, will be given to the Duke 
and Duchess of York for a London home 
York House is quite as comfortable, with 
more than one large reception room, the 
drawing-room being quite a fine apart 
ment, with several windows looking on 
Pall Mall.

During the last three days conferences 
and negotiations on the situation arising 
out of the settlement of the Irish boundary 
question have been almost continuous, and 
meetings have been held between repre- 
sentatives of the British Government and 
the Free State Government, and also meet- 
ings with Sir James Craig. 

Representatives of Northern Ireland also 
held conferences with representatives of the 
Free State, and, as a result of all these 
conferences, complete agreement on “all 
outstanding points has been reached. 

When it was clear that an agreement 
would be reached between the parties it 
was decided to consult with the Boundary 
Commission, and Mr. Justice Feetham 
and his colleague from Northern Ireland 
met the Prime Minister, Sir James Craig 
and Mr. Cosgrave to-day at the House 
of Commons, and an agreement was arrived 
at upon the course to be pursued. 


TRIBUTE TO COMMISSIONERS. 

No publication will be made at the 
present time of the report of the Com- 
mission, as it is evident that the agree- 
ment which has supervened is more satis- 
factory to the general interest than the 
result of any arbitration, however amicable 
and excellent in itself. 

I am charged by the Prime Minister to 
express on behalf of His Majesty’s 
Government our deep sense of the services 
which the Commission have rendered to 
the cause of Irish peace and unity. 
Naturally, there will have to be legislation 
to give effect to the Articles of Agreement, 
and during the course of this the Prime 
Minister will take the opportunity of ex- 
plaining how these matters are related 
and how the Commission—who have been 
subject to criticism based on premature 
and inaccurate data—arrived at their 
conclusions. 

A TRIPLE AGREEMENT. 

We have to recognise that there is for 
the first time complete agreement—a triple 
agreement—on all points, and this 
boundary question, which has always hung 
over us, which prevented the Buckingham 
Palace agreement of 1914, which nearly 
wrecked the Irish Treaty four years ago, 
and threatened to involve the whole of 
Great Britain in strife and confusion, 
only eighteen months ago, is finally settled 
with the complete assent of all parties.

“Tt is a most happy solution,” he said, “of 
the boundary question—a solution by agree- 
ment. There is this to be said, that but 
for the labours of the Boundary Commission 
it is difficult to see how such a solution could 
have been reached before. 
“Great thanks are due to members of the 
Commission ; great credit is due to Mr. Mac- 
Neill for having dealt with the matter quite 
impartially and having the courage to agree 
with the other two Commissioners. Each side 
in Ireland gain by the settlement of the 
boundary dispute. They have now so many 
interests in common, and the great cause of 
dissension is gone. What difference does it 
make to the British taxpayer? Well, under

MAN WHO SAID HE WAS BANK 
INSPECTOH. 


Bertie Lyons, a youhg man of smart ap- 
pearance, who pleaded guilty at the Midleton, 
Co, Cork, Distriet Sessions yesterday after- 
néoh to a charge of the illegal possession of 
a revolver, was sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment.
